Mortgage loans to farmers up to 


$10,000 on first mortgage and up to) 


$12,000 on combined first) and 
second mortgage with chattel secur- 
ity, may now be made by the Ca- 
nadian Farm Loan Board, as a re- 
sult of amendments passed at the 
present session of Parliament, 
according to an annotncement 
made by the board, Previously the 
largest possible loan was $6,000. 

The board lends to farmers tot 
all legitimate farm purposes, tak 
ing as security a first mortgage on 
farm land. Formerly, when a com. 
bined first and second mortgage 
loan) with chattel security Was 
made, the second mortgaye loan 
could not be used to buy land, but 
this restriction has been dropped. 
Under the amendments the board 
can lend up to 60 per cent of the 
appraised value of the land on first 
mortgage, as compared with 50 per

Balanced Farming Plan 
Proves Successful 


In balanced farming the emphasis 
is on brain-work, according to R, M, 
Putnam Alberta department of 
agriculture. The farmer, his entire 
family, and an agricultural expert 
get together to draw up in writing 
a long-range plan that embraces 
and integrates every single opora- 
tion on the farm and brings it into 
harmony with the farmer's family 
as a unit — taking into considera 
tion their individual wants, apti 
tudes, preferences and personalities, 
The idea of balanced farming has 
only recently taken root in Alberta, 
although it has been in operation 
in Missouri for some years, 

Under this scheme cach member 
of the family actively participates 
in drawing up the plan, which is 
literal’y tailor-made to the family’s 
requirements. The farm is con- 
sidered the unit «nd any single op 
eration — be it: gardening, wheat 
growing, sheep raising, cattle breed 
ingg or marketing: — is viewed in its 
proper perspective and co-ordinated 
with the whole planned effort. The 
plan will never permit any single 
project -- no matter how attrae- 
tive — to upset the balance of a 
‘well integrated unit. Moreover, 
should death or sickness remove the 
head of the unit, the plan is always 
there and the remaining members 
of the family have the knowledre 
and ability to carry on with it.
